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sionary energy the result is spiritual stagna- 

tion and religious staleness. Whatever else 
the Christian religion is, it is positively a throbbing 
and expanding movement whose lifeblood is evangelism 
and whose marching orders are the words of Christ, 
“Go ye therefore into all the world.” 

No group that is not fired with evangelistic and mis- 
sionary zeal can claim to have part with the true body 
of Christ. Where no missions and evangelistic spirit is, 
there is no true Christian spirit. Where there is no 
compassion for the lost, there Christianity is only a 
name and not a reality. Where there is a lack of con- 
cern for the lost, there is also a lack of the vision 
Christ commended to His followers. 

The wise man said, “Where there is no vision the 
people perish” (Proverbs 29:18). The vision mentioned 
here does not necessarily take the form of an actually 
visible Spirit-given vision. The possession of this vision 
will keep people from perishing, and its absence will 
cause them to perish. Was not Christ trying to urge 
upon His disciples a vision of evangelism when He said 
to them, “Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest” (John 4:35)? He 
was trying to assist His followers in seeing a vision of 
the work of world evangelism that must be done. Eyes 
too dim or clouded to see this vision are likewise too 
dim or clouded to behold distinctly the face of the 
Lord. The great imperative of the Christian religion is 
to work with vigor and diligence to win the lost of 
every nation to Jesus Christ. 

Professor William Owen Carver says in The Course 
of Christian Missions, 

Christian missions are rooted in the Christian 
concept of God. They are continued and per- 
petuated by reason of the Christian experience 
of God. It is not possible to hold steadily the 
true Christian idea of God and not to under- 
take to share that idea with all other men. 
Christianity has from the beginning been a 
missionary religion. ... Whenever and in what 
measure the Church of Christ has been Chris- 
tian, it has been missionary... . is indifferent 
to the needs of any man, or who neglects 
to give His Gospel to every man.

THE VISION OF MISSIONS 


Judaism was the cradle of Christianity, and Judaism 
—the Old Testament religion—was intrinsically evan- 
gelistic. While Christian missions were properly born 
with Christ, it cannot be said that missionaries of 
righteousness began with Him, for many Old Testa- 
ment missionaries did a wonderful work for God. They 
were as fired with the evangelistic spirit as any New 
Testament hero of whom we read. In The Progress of 
World-Wide Missions Robert Hall Glover states, 


It should not be overlooked that while Chris- 
tian missions properly begin only with the New 
Testament, yet the missionary idea is found 
all through the Old Testament. The Bible from 
cover to cover is a missionary book. From the 
very beginning God revealed His plan and pur- 
pose as a world-wide one. 


Christ Himself made a notable allusion to the mis- 
sionary zeal of the Jews of His day when He said, 
“|... ye compass sea and land to make one proselyte 
...” (Matthew 23:15). The complete statement of Jesus 
is unpleasant, for instead of commending the scribes 
and Pharisees for their ardor in evangelism, He rather 
condemned them because the things they preached to 
the heathen were not the truth. Therefore, they made 
those whom they won to their religion “twofold more 
the child of hell than yourselves.” Thus, we see that 
not all evangelistic work is good and not all missionary 
labor is to be commended. Some of it is basically bad 
and entirely corrupt. But, at least, these words of 
Christ are a testimony to the widespread Judaistic 
missionary spirit. 

The spirit of Christian evangelism and the missions 
is to set free the heathen races who are in bondage 
to fear and superstition and death, rather than giving 
them, in addition to these bonds, the added bondage 
of ritual and legalism. 


Every Christian today is expected to have a world- 
wide vision of the great task of redeeming mankind. 
The Christian experience is something that cannot be 
possessed and enjoyed exclusively—for its greatest en- 
joyment is in sharing it with others. Where there is 
no desire to share this experience with others, there is 
grave doubt that one has an experience with Christ. 
It is constantly manifest throughout the Scriptures 
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that when one finds Christ, one’s first impulse is to 
lead a friend to Him, also. The same spirit of ex- 
pansion is felt in a community way, for when one 
community through the Christian ages has heard of 
the Saviour, they have carried His message to their 
neighboring community. Since its earliest history 
Christianity has been spread in this manner. Persecu- 
tion and distress might compel Christians to leave one 
community and seek haven in another, but under no 
circumstance did that persecution instill fear and 
timidity enough to hinder Christian expansion. Wher- 
ever the Christians went they took their faith with 
them and they held their Saviour up before the eyes 
of all men whom they met. 

To say that one is a true Christian when in one’s 
heart there is no desire to see the message of Christ 
carried to all people, is the same as to say a body is 
robust and teeming with health, even when the blood 
has grown cold in its veins. The eternal criterion by 
which Christian vitality is to be determined is whether 
or not there is a sincere and growing desire to see lost 
mankind brought into the fold of Christ’s salvation. 
If this is too austere and stern a standard, then the 
Scriptures are guilty of impinging upon the adherents 
of Christ that which is too hard and strict, for such a 
measure is that which we find in Holy Writ whereby 
man can guage the Christian penetration of his heart 
and his thinking. 


If a man’s desire to see the Christian religion spread 
over all the world is a guage whereby we can determine 
the temper of his Christianity, then a church’s efforts 
to spread Christianity over the world is a measure 
whereby we can know its vitality and permanency. 
To be an evangelical church is not necessarily the same 
as to be an evangelistic church. An _ evangelical 
church is one which contends for the purity of Chris- 
tian doctrine, while an evangelistic church is one that 
contends for consistent and concerted effort to attract 
men from sin and to Christ. Almost all evangelical 
churches are evangelistic, for to be one without being 
the other is a possible but rare feat. To be evangelistic 
is to be enthusiastic and yet to have a burden. It is to 
preach with gladness of heaven, and yet warn with 
tears of hell. It is to show the joys of salvation, and 
yet outline the sorrows of damnation. It is to be 
optimistic over the hope of the saved, and yet sorrowful 
because of the doom of the sinner. Jesus was evan- 
gelistic every day that He lived. The writings of Paul 
are all evangelistic. The ministries and writings of all 
the apostles point with a shout of joy to the reward 
of righteousness and with an urgent cry of warning 
to the abode of the damned. 


The Church of God is eminently evangelistic and 
missionary-minded. Evangelism and missions form the 
nucleus around which the whole of the Church is 
builded. If we should ever be any other minded, then 
a process of dry rot would commence to destroy the 
entire structure we love so dearly. When I say that 
there is a mind for missions and evangelism, I mean 
that it is a matter of the heart. There are some at- 
titudes that are irreconcilable with the spirit of Chris- 
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tian missions. The mission interest of a people cannot 
always be determined by the amount of money they 
give, for often a spirit of competition can enter int 
the giving of material means. A desire to break records 

is not sufficient. A desire to give more than anyone 
else can be carnal. It is possible for a man to give 
generously of his means and still have no real concern 
for the lost—if his giving is done in a spirit of com- 
petition or self glory. 

Mission emphasis because it is considered a duty is 
not the same as mission emphasis because it is con- 
sidered an imperative ministry. Revivalism because it 
is the custom is not the same as consistent efforts by 
those whose hearts are burdened to lead the lost to 
Christ. A willingness to give and a willingness to do 
are not necessarily an echo of the evangelistic and 
missionary spirit. It should be so. I think it is so with 
almost every minister and member of the Church of 
God. There may be some exceptions, for such excep- 
tions must be expected in a church growing as rapidly 
as we are. In the main, our pastors and ministers have 
revivals in their local churches because there exists 
in that congregation a genuine and heartfelt burden 
for the lost of its community. Mission offerings are 
raised because there is a clear and distinct vision of 
imperiled heathen lands crying for help. Each dollar 
that is given for the cause of foreign missions should 
not be given because others are giving or because a 
certain amount of money is desired, but because each 
dollar represents increased efforts to lead some lost 
man to Christ. 


It is wonderful that in 1959 we gave $614,732.40 for 
foreign missions, and still wonderful that last year we 
gave $665,721.99, and this year we have given 
$764,676.69. But the most wonderful part is that this 
was given because of a vision among our people—a 
true vision of the lost. Our people not only have a 
vision that causes them to give for foreign missions, 
but a vision that sends them forth as missionaries. 
That is why the Church of God today has 67 American 
missionaries, 12 European and Canadian missionaries, 
255 sponsored national missionaries, and approximate- 
ly 4,145 non-sponsored missionaries in 64 different 
countries. Also wonderful is the fact that in our mis- 
sionary files there are 129 candidates for missionary 
service. 


It is this evangelistic spirit that has prompted 
“October Outreach” in our Sunday Schools. It is this 
spirit that will cause every local church to have a 
revival campaign during the next several months, and 
the entire Church of God to have simultaneous re- 
vivals in April, 1962. The fact that we are constantly 
boosting our missionary and evangelistic efforts should 
be evidence to all the world that we are aware of our 
Christian responsibility, and are a spiritually living

“Jesus went unto the Mount of 
Olives” (John 8:1). 


“Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us.” I wish to begin with a word of 
thanks and gratitude to God who 
enabled us to build a place of wor- 
ship on the holy Mount in the Holy 
City. I would also add a word of 
thanks to every church and person 
who has contributed or prayed for 
the building. 

Dear friends and saints of God, 
let us follow in the steps of the 
Master. Let us go up unto the 
Mount of Olives. Have you ever 
been on the top of any mountain? 
“Great things happen when men 
and mountains meet.” Let us study 
together some vital things that took 
place on this sacred mount. 


First: It was the mount of 
prayer. How many hours of prayer 
did our Lord spend there? He spent 
entire nights in prayer. It was the 
place of His rest from the turmoil 
of the city. Even so, let us follow 
our Lord and climb to the Mount 
of Olives, and there find a quiet 
‘spot to spend some precious mo- 
ments of prayer and supplication 
in sweet communion with our be- 
loved Saviour.

If this question were put to ten 
million devout Christians over the 
face of the earth today, the lan- 





guage and phraseology of their re- 
plies would differ. Each would give 
his answer in his own language 
or dialect and commensurate to 
his degree of acquired education. 
Some would state their reasons at 
length while others would be very 
brief and to the point, but all 
would be basically similar. 

Christians have believed in giv- 
ing to missions since the inception 
of the church, and we give today 
because missions is the heart and 
soul of Christianity. If we did not 
give we would fail God and hu- 
manity and lose our own experi- 
ence. 

First of all, I give to missions 
because of the spiritual values in- 
volved. In becoming a disciple of 
Christ Jesus, a child of God, I 
voluntarily became associated with 
Him in His great plan of world 
evangelism. He has reserved no 
place for neutrality in the ranks 
of Christianity, for when we are 
saved we automatically accept cer- 
tain Christian privileges and ob- 
ligations. Our Master’s command 
to “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture” applies to every Christian 
believer. Our God in His infinite 
wisdom does not call every believer 
to leave his native country and go 
forth in person as a missionary, 
but He has provided a plan where- 
by every believer is to assist with 
the missions prgram. 

In communion and fellowship 
with my Lord I learn to share in 
that feeling of compassion which 
drove Him with an insatiable urge 
to liberate humanity from the 


clutches of the devil. This moti- 
vating force has driven mission- 
aries to their posts of duty in dark 
corners of the earth, and others 
to stand behind them with their 
prayers and financial support.

Our human intelligence, as di- 
rected by God’s love within our 
lives, enables us to serve God in 
giving. This same intelligence, with 
the accompanying love, does not 
permit us to receive praise, honor 
and glory unto ourselves, but ra- 
ther gives all glory to Him, for He 
alone is worthy. Through humble, 
sincere, obedient giving, as work- 
ers together with Him, we are pro- 
moting light, abundant life and 
righteousness in the earth.

HE GENIUS of the Church 
het of Christ as depicted in the 

New Testament Scriptures 
is to be found in its unity. The 
“individuality” of the Church of 
the first century is its “together- 
ness.” The Lord Jesus in His last 
postresurrection meeting with His 
disciples in Acts 1 led them into 
this experience of togetherness. 
“Jesus ... being assembled togeth- 
er with them, commanded them 
that they should .. . wait for the 
promise of the Father...” (Acts 
1:1-4). 

It would seem that a new and 
final revelation was given to the 
Church by this action in the earth- 
ly ministry of the Lord Jesus Him- 
self. This is the only time this 
verb is used in the entire New 
Testament. The oneness and unity 
for which He prayed in John 17 
would, appear realized in this final 
pre-ascension assembly of the dis- 
ciples “together with” the Lord. 
The emphasis is here on the fact 
that the risen Lord Jesus is Him- 
self the unifying Force. It was the 
risen Lord who brought together 
His disciples.

of the reality of His 
and ascension, they 
obeyed His command in faith, 
waiting for the coming of the 
Third Person of the Trinity, the 
Holy Spirit. With the coming of 
the Holy Spirit they received a new 
dynamic in understanding and 
communicating the fact of Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord. 

The opportunity for the early 
disciples to splinter in divisive 
groups appeared in the act of 
choosing another to succeed Judas, 
but the “togetherness” of those be- 
lieving in the Lord Jesus appears 
as, “these all continued with one 
accord in prayer and _ supplica- 
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tion .. .” (Acts 1:14). Unitedly 
they met their first problem by 
prayer, living in the reality of “Je- 
sus ... being assembled together 
with them. .. .” Together they 
persevered in the faith of obedi- 
ence to the word of the Lord Jesus 
to receive the new dynamic of the 
Holy Spirit. 

This unity in no way minimizes 
or underrates the place of the in- 
dividual believer in the “together- 
ness” of the believers. The Holy 
Spirit filled “all,” implying a plu- 
rality of individuals. “And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:4). The individualism of 
the filling of the Holy Spirit only 
heightens the unity as the indivi- 
dual believer realizes the signifi- 
cance of the _ self-expression of 
God, the Holy Spirit, because “the 
fruit of the Spirit is love” (Gala- 
tians 5:22). 

THE togetherness of 
the believer with God is the direct 
result of God’s loving the believer 
(John 3:16). The togetherness of 
believers loving God is the direct 
effect of the “love of God... shed 
abroad in their hearts by the Holy 
Ghost” (Romans 5:5). 

The conscious togetherness in 
the love of God of the first disci- 
ples of Christ, exhibiting their 
identification with God and with 
one another in the corporate testi- 
mony of the living, risen Lord, en- 
abled Peter to stand “up with the 
eleven” (Acts 2:14) and they to 
stand with him, giving Peter’s 
words the full speaking force of the 
entire group. Indeed, the corporate 
witness of the group had already

begun to be given as they each 
told in a different tongue “the 
mighty works of God.” Peter spoke 
as one among them, and they in 
turn spoke through him. The ef- 
fect has ever been our point of 
reference as the ministry of the 
Spirit of God at Pentecost. 

In the corporate witness each be- 
liever has his place. There was no 
competition for the pre-eminent 
spot. The principle of the “bowed 
knee,” one of the first recognized 
characteristics of the New Testa- 
ment Church (Acts 1), prevailed 
in the first public expression of 
the disciples of Christ. Submission 
to God is love of Christ rendered 
in submission to one another, the 
manifestation of the “fruit of the 
Spirit—love” (Galatians 5:22). 

Through the turmoil of fanatic 
religious opposition and persecu- 
tion they witnessed together. When 
facing the problem of expanding 
the organization of the Church, 
they acted gogether, creating the 
diaconate. During the stress of ec- 
onomic insecurity and want, they 
shared together. Though scattered 
individually by Judaism’s hatred, 
they heralded the good news to- 
gether as “they that were scat- 
tered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the word” (Acts 8:4). 
When a brother, shackled by the 
chains of venomous empire, mana- 
cled by Roman and Greek mytho- 
logy, reached out for eternal life, 
the first disciples responded to- 
gether to the Spirit’s command, 
“Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work” (Acts 13:2). 

Identification with Christ and 























with one another in Christ wrought 
victory on every front in the early 
New Testament Church and 
launched the gospel on its univer- 
sal mission to spread the message 
of John 3:16. The disciples lived 
and suffered and prayed and tri- 
umphed together. 


Modern splintering and frag- 
mentizing of the Body of Christ 
stands in stark opposition to the 
unity of the Body in the Acts of 
the Apostles. Now, as then, effec- 
tive communication of the gospel 
issues from a oneness of spirit in 
loving and prayerful submission of 
the believer to God, and believer 
to believer. 


IN THIS regard it is 
well for us to review three atti- 
tudes often voiced with reference 
to the “Indigenous Church.” First 
is the sincere missionary working 
in the paternalistic spirit of nine- 
teenth century colonialism, who 
insists, “I am in charge of this 
church.” In this spirit he exer- 
cises the control, management, and 
administration of the church on 
the missions field in all its func- 
tions. 


A second missionary, equally de- 
voted to his task, insists, “you 
are in charge of the church.” In 
his zeal for “indigenism” he shoves 
the control, management and ad- 
ministration of the church on the 
missions field fully and directly on 
the young shoulders of the new be- 
lievers. The missionary himself 
functions as some kind of “advi- 
sor,” if and when his services are 
demanded. 

Yet a third missionary, working 
zealously with his native and na- 
tional colleagues, insists, “. . . We 
are co-laborers together with God” 
(1 Corinthians 3:9). This third 
missionary recognizes no superi- 
ority in himself, neither does he 
glamorize a nonexistent inferiority. 
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Nineteen sixty—sixty-one has been a 
very pleasant and prosperous year in our 
world missions department. The interest 
that our many friends have taken in our 
program has made it pleasant for all of us 
who are connected with the missions de- 
partment. 

During this assembly year we have or- 
ganized 82 new churches, 57 new Sunday 
Schools and 40 new mission stations. We 
have had a net increase in membership, of 
6,235. 

The increase in our finances has been 
most gratifying in the past four years. In 
the year of 1957-58 our receipts were 
$577,448.71. In 1958-59 they were $614,- 
732.40, which gives an increase over the 
previous year of $37,283.79. 

In 1959-60 the receipts were $665 ,721.- 
99, showing an increase over the previous 
year of $50,989.59. 

In 1960-'61 we received $764,676.69, 
which gives an increase of $98,954.70 over 
the previous year. 

Your interest in our world mission pro- 
gram has assisted us in reaching other people 
who would have never been privileged to 
hear the gospel message without your love 
for our mission program. 

We are earnestly and sincerely praying 
that 1961-62 will be an outstanding year 
for missions.

Many of these investments are 
wise, but some are foolish. Many 
thousands of gullible Americans 
have been taken in by the smart 
operators who are interested only 
in fleecing the public and feath- 
ering their own nests. 

Jesus urged His followers to in- 
vest in the souls of men and lay 
up treasures in heaven. He prom- 
ised to provide all the needs of 
those who agree to seek first the 
kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness. 

Persons who are pleased with 
their investments will invest regu- 
larly, systematically and as liber- 
ally as funds permit. The urge to 
increase their material possessions 
and enjoy the prestige which 
comes to the financially prosper- 
ous may become a snare and lead 
to a dead end street. 

Sincere believers in Christ who 
have given freely down through 
the years and have saved little for 
themselves may be despised by the 
rich of this world, but our Saviour 
judges by a different standard. He 
commended the poor widow for 
giving all she had, even though it 
was much less than the generous 
offerings of the wealthy. He cred- 
ited her with giving more than all. 

I give to missions because it is a 
spiritual, intelligent, and eternal 
investment. Only eternity will re- 
veal the fullest extent of our ac- 
complishments through contribut- 
ing toward the furtherance of the 
gospel of Christ. “He that winneth 
souls is wise.”

Ever since the Lord saved me 
it has been my sincere desire to 
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do something for Him. Several 
years ago He called and sent me 
out to preach the gospel and turn 
as many as possible to righteous- 
ness. But the time came when, be- 
cause of age and physical infir- 
mities, it was no longer possible 
to do this, but the “go-ye fire” 
still burned. 

During my years of ministry I 
was unable to make any provision 
for retirement years, and it was 
not until some time after that I 
began to see how God had gone 
ahead and graciously provided. 


In appreciation to the heavenly 
Father for all of this I began to 
look for some way to still help 
win souls for Him. The answer? 
Missions. Jerusalem, Judea, Samar- 
ia, and the uttermost part of the 
earth. Our source of income? The 
promises in the unfailing, ever- en- 
during Word of God. Give, and it 
shall be given. One can never out- 
give God. Proverbs 3:9, 10, “Hon- 
our the Lord with thy substance, 
and with the firstfruits of all thine 
increase: so shall thy barns be 
filled with plenty, and thy presses 
shall burst out with new wine”

and temporal blessing). 


Then there are warnings. God 
keeps His word with the disobe- 
dient as well as with the obedient. 
Proverbs 21:13, “Whoso stoppeth 
his ears at the cry of the poor, he 
also shall cry himself, but shall not 
be heard.” Millions are destitute of 
food, shelter, clothing, medical aid, 
and last but not least, the gospel 
of the grace of God’s love. It is 
said that 1,400,000,000 have never 
heard the gospel one time. This 
sounds incredible, but it must be 
true. 

Proverbs 11:24, “There is that 
scattereth, and yet increaseth; and 
there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet, but it tendeth to 
poverty.” The increase will be both 
temporal and spiritual, as will also 
the poverty be temporal and spir- 
itual. Verse 26, “He that withhold- 
eth corn, the people shall curse 
him: but blessing shall be upon 
the head of him that selleth it.” 
It causes one to tremble to think

God now by neglecting the cry of 
those who are in heathen dark- 
ness, it could happen to us again.

“Blessed are ye 
that sow beside all waters, that 
send forth thither the feet of the 
ox and the ass” (Isaiah 32:20). 

In closing, I do not wish to leave 
a false impression that I have sud- 
denly or even gradually become fi- 
nancially independent. The Lord, 
however, does supply all of our 
needs (Philippians 4:19) and in 
that day, we may be rewarded for 
the winning of souls that we have 
never seen. I believe this is what 
Jesus meant when He warned 
against laying up treasures upon 
earth—and taught that we should 
lay up treasures in heaven (Mat- 
thew 6:19-21).

ye are Christ’s; and Christ is 
God’s.” 

It is this spiritual oneness, real- 
ized and functioning in the cor- 
porate activity of believers, mis- 
Sionary, nationals and native be- 
lievers together, which vaporizes 
racism, translates the message of 
redeeming love of God into every 
tongue, and plants the church 
among peoples of every color. 

The revelation of God speaks, 
“ . . We, being many, are one 
body in Christ” (Romans 12:5), 
“for by one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body” (1 Corinthians 
12:13), “for ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus” (Galatians 3:28). Individu- 
ality functions in the Body of 
Christ for its growth and develop- 
ment (Ephesians 4:11, 12). But the 
exhortation is to the practice of 
the unity, “. . . that ye be per- 
fectly joined together in the same 
mind and... judgment” (1 Co- 
rinthians 1:10). “With one mind 
striving together for the faith of 
the gospel” (Philippians 1:27).
